The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art such as Kubo et al (JP 10-265918) teaches a component product 
having a surface coating consisting of an aluminum-based alloy containing at least one 
quasicrystalline phase (abs). Kubo further teaches that the aluminum-based alloy has a 
composition AIFe2-7Cr2.12Z1.10 wherein Z is Ni (abs). However, Kubo further teaches that 
the concentration of Fe+Cr+Ni must be between 7-15% which would preclude the 
aluminum alloy of Kubo from overlapping the ranges for the elements as claimed. 
Furthermore, Kubo teaches that the quasicrystalline phase is present in a maximum 
amount of 20 volume % in paragraph 0023. 

As such, the prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed product having a 
coating wherein the aluminum-based alloy of the coating has the claimed composition 
and further contains at least 80% by weight of one or more quasicrystalline phases. 

Claims 3 and 5 are allowed
